Preaeludium was commissioned by the Royal Northern College of 
Music Wind Orchestra for the 1990 Manchester Olympic Festival. The 
composition features four antiphonal wind bands of clarinets, 
trumpets and horns as well as the standard wind ensemble in the 
centre stage area. 


Passacaglia in C Minor Johann Sebastian Bach 
(1685-1750) 


During his lifetime, Bach was more famous as a performer than 
composer. A century after his death however, Richard Wagner 
referred to Bach’s compositional ability as “the most stupendous 
miracle in all music”. The Passacaglia in C Minor is an extended set of 
variations on an eight bar theme, originally composed for keyboard. 
The piece has been transcribed for wind ensemble by Nicholas Falcone. 


Arriving on the 2238 (1995) Walter Buczynski 
(Premiere Performance) 


The composer writes: “The last of the Trilogy - Taking the 2238, 
Dreaming on the 2238 and now, Arriving on the 2238. To give the piece 
Trilogy unity, I used certain gestures from the original ‘Taking’ and 
modified them as needed. Also the orchestration is varied - more 
clarinets and bassoons are used in this ending piece. This was a 
journey for me as these were the first band works in my repertoire.”

Allegro deciso (1906 - 1979) 
Slow Waltz Tempo 
Vivace 
Joyously Moderato 


Boris Kozhevnikov was Director of Military Bands and Head of 
Conducting for the former USSR. He taught insturmentation, theory 
and conducting at the Moscow Conservatory and composed this 
symphony for winds in 1950. This four movement symphony, based 
on a selection of folk tunes, has been edited for North American bands 
by John Bourgeois, conductor of the United States Marine Band.

After graduating from the Curtis Institute of 
Music, he performed for sixteen years in major symphony 
orchestras, holding the position of principal trumpet with 
the Minnesota Orchestra, Boston Pops, St. Paul Chamber 
Orchestra, and Denver Symphony. He has studied 
conducting with Leonard Bernstein, Frederick Fennell, 
Hans Swarowsky, Richard Lert, Jean Morel, George 
Trautwein, and William R. Smith. He is on the board of 
Directors of the International Trumpet Guild. 


Cameron Walter studied music education and 
performance at the University of Toronto, New York 
University and the Aspen Music School. He completed 
his Ed.D. degree at the Ontario Institute for Studies in 
Education. He has performed as trombonist with the 
Canadian Opera Company Orchestra, the Kitchener- 
Waterloo Symphony, the National Ballet Orchestra and as 
an extra performer with the Toronto Symphony Orchestra. 
He teaches instrumental music education and low brass at 
the Faculty of Music as well as conducting the Wind 
Symphony and Brass Band.
